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Introduction 


we B) WAS the original intention of the writer to limit this chart to his own line 
of descent from Samuel Sanford, the first settler at Newtown, Conn., in 1711. 
The progress of the work has become so interesting, however, that the writer 
has decided to include the descent of Samuel from Thomas Sanford—a pioneer 
at tan Conn., about 1639—and also to insert the entire record of the direct descen- 
dants of Samuel Sanford to the present time. 

The English origin of Thomas Sanford, grandfather of Samuel, of Newtown, is as-yet 
unsettled. There are many traditions and some published records which aim to show 
the place of his birth and his parentage in England. ‘These authorities also attempt to 
connect the Sanfords of America with distinguished Sanford families in England which 
claim their descent from General Thomas de Sanford, a Norman warrior fighting under 
William the Conqueror at the Battle of Hastings in 1066. But, while it is pleasant to 
dream that our remote Sanford ancestor was thus clad in the armor of those Norman 
victors, there are unfortunately no authentic records as yet to prove this a fact. No data, 
so far as the writer has been able to find, at present trace the family back beyond Thomas 
Sanford, of Milford, Conn., in 1639. 

There was a Thomas Sanford in Dorchester, Mass., it is true, about 1634; and James 
Savage, in his ‘‘ Genealogical Dictionary,”’ says that this Thomas ‘“‘probably” removed to 
Milford, Conn., about 1639. Yet the ‘‘ Town Records of Dorchester,” mention, on April 
1, 1640, the gift of land to him “which was formerly granted, but not booked’’; while 
the “History of Dorchester,” published in 1859, says that “‘very possibly” it was the widow 
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of Thomas Sanford who ‘‘married William Pynchon, of Roxbury, before his removal to 
Springfield.” The most that can now be said is that diligent search is being made to 
identify this Thomas Sanford, of Dorchester, Mass., with the pioneer of the same name at 
Milford, Conn. But the full solution of the problem is a task for the future. 

The Colony of Milford, Conn., a few miles west of New Haven, was founded in the 
year 1639. The pleasant conditions under which the settlement was begun, and also 
an incidental proof that Thomas Sanford may have come from Dorchester, are told in 
the following extracts from the ‘‘History of the Colony of New Haven,” and from the 
Connecticut Magazine: 

“One year after the arrival of Governor Winthrop in America an Indian Sachem, 
‘Wah qui ma cut,’ visited the Colony and extolled the beauty and fertility of the Con- 
necticut Valley, and extended an invitation for the white men to settle in the territory. 
‘They were graciously received by Governor Winthrop, but he decided not to entertain 
the proposition, and nothing further was done in the matter until Edward Winslow was 
appointed Governor of Plymouth Colony. When he learned of the invitation extended 
by the Indian Sachem and the description of the country, he was aroused to the extent 
that he determined to make a personal investigation and, after accomplishing the journey 
by land, he viewed the Connecticut Valley in its virgin grandeur. On his return to 
Massachusetts, he endeavored to enlist Governor Winthrop in establishing a settlement 
in Connecticut, but without success. However, a trading post was established on the 
banks of the Connecticut River to bring the Colony into close commercial relations with 
the Indians. Just previous to the time the trading post was established, pioneers from 
the Massachusetts Colony, among whom were two Companies from Dorchester, made 
their way through the deep forests to the Connecticut Valley, and year by year additional 
companies continued to settle in Connecticut, and in 1639 the town of Milford was 
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founded. On February 12, 1639, there was purchased from five Indian Sachems, 
Agantaway, Arracowset, Anshuta, Manamataque, Tatacenacause, the land lying between 
the East River and the Housatonic, the sea with the island south and the two-mile Indian 
path to Derby. The deed was taken in trust for the body of fifty-four men and in con- 
sideration of six coats, ten blankets, one kettle, twelve hatchets, twelve hoes, two dozen 
knives and one dozen small mirrors. Most of the fifty-four settlers were from the England 
counties of Essex, Hereford, and York.” 

Our readers will be interested to know that a Sanford was once accused and con- 
victed of witchcraft! The Connecticut law of 1642 declares: “If any man or woman 
bee a witch, that is, hath or consulted with a familiar Spiritt, they shall be put to Death.” 
During the years 1647 to 1662 nine persons were convicted of witchcraft and executed. 
A number of others were also accused, some escaped, and some were convicted but not 
executed. Among the latter was Sarah Gifford, wife of Andrew Sanford. 

Thomas Sanford appears as a pioneer at Milford, Conn., in 1639 or soon afterwards. 
The original records of the First Congregational Church of Milford—the present edifice 
having been built in 1824 on the site of the old church—show that Thomas Sanford 
became a member of that organization on January g, 1642, and that his wife Sarah united, 
with the same body on December 15, 1642. 

The map of Milford, of 1646, shows the house lot of Thomas Sanford, and it also 
appears in Atwater’s “History of the Colony of New Haven” in 1881. The lot is a 
short distance from the palisades that enclosed the entire village. There is a Memorial 
Bridge and tower at Milford that is simple in design, its copings surrounded with rough 
hewn blocks of granite bearing the names of the first settlers, and among them appears 
the name of our ancestor. On the oaken door sunk within the portals of the tower is 
an ancient knocker from the house of Nathaniel Baldwin, upon whose porch Whitefield 
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preached that memorable discourse which later caused secession from the First Society 
and the formation of the Plymouth Church. Above the door are the figures 1639; the 
date of the settlement of Milford. Along the southern coping runs the inscription: 


“‘God sifted a whole nation that he might 
Send choice grain into the wilderness.” 


This family chart, it may be added, has been compiled from records preserved in 
Newtown, Conn., and from data furnished by Mr. C. E. Sanford, of Potsdam, N. Y., 
and Rev. Dr. A. B. Sanford, of Mamaroneck, N. Y. The omission of the Sanfords not 
directly included in the line of Samuel Sanford, the settler in Newtown, has been found 
necessary because of the vast amount of research which would have been involved. This 
is less to be regretted, however, because a complete genealogy is being prepared by Mr. 
C. E. Sanford, of Potsdam, N. Y., who, after years of research, has gathered over ten 
thousand names of those belonging to the general family, and who hopes soon to issue 
his publication.

ARIOUS families by the name of Sanford are at the present day to be found in 
England. Among them the disposition prevails to trace their origin to a 
Norman warrior bearing their surname, who fought at the Battle of Hastings 
in 1066; and such an ancestry, could the claim be proved, would be emi- 
nently gratifying to all Sanfords, both in England and the United States. 

It seems, in any case, to be a matter of historical record that a warrior by the Sanford 
name came into England with the Duke of Normandy, and fought in the contest which 
gave the country to the invader. After the Conquest it is said that the great Norman— 
who is known in history as ‘‘ William I,” and is ‘‘surnamed the Conqueror”—directed 
the monks to prepare a history of the generals who had fought under him. This work is 
entitled ‘‘The Battle Abbey Roll,” and has been issued in many subsequent editions 
which greatly vary in the number of the generals who fought with the Conqueror. In 
this work appears by surname only an officer who bears the name of Sanford. Yet there 
is nothing of discredit in this, since the custom of that time and long afterwards was to 
use only the surnames of generals and other high functionaries. Such is the ancient 
warrior with whom the English Sanfords desire to connect themselves by lineal descent. 

At present, different traditions exist as to the particular section of England from which 
Thomas Sanford, the ancestor of the Sanfords of Newton, emigrated to America—and he 
is but one of perhaps fifteen pioneer Sanfords who have so far been enumerated. Among 
the theories as to the English origin of Thomas Sanford, the claims of the Counties of 
Gloucestershire and Shropshire are prominent and may be given a passing mention. 

That the County of Gloucestershire was the native place of Thomas Sanford seems 
to be a theory originating from the study of the Publications of the Harleian Society, of 
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England—and the book known as “‘Royce’s History of Stow” contains practically the 
same statements. According to Volume XXI., page 220, of the Publications of the 
Harleian Society, a ‘‘ Visitation” was made to the County of Gloucester in the year 1569. 
Among the families then enrolled is one named Sanford, and in its line occurs a Thomas 
Sanford. He was a son of one Arthur Sanford; his brothers were Richard, Robert, and 
Anthony; his sisters were Mary and Chrystyane; and he married Dorothy, daughter of 
Henry Meadows. It would seem that fancy—perhaps because the name of this man is 
the same as that of the Milford pioneer—has led some unknown enthusiast in the Sanford 
line to claim this Thomas Sanford as our ancestor. Yet this could not have been the 
Thomas, of Milford, Conn., who died in 1681. This ‘‘ Visitation” at Gloucester occurred 
. in 1569; Thomas must then have been ‘‘ten or twelve years old, since his five later brothers 
and sisters are also given;”’ and, consequently, he would have reached the great age of 
more than 120 years when he died at Milford. This theory of a Gloucester origin, so 
far as this particular line of argument is concerned, is, therefore, altogether untenable. 
The representation that Thomas Sanford of Milford emigrated from the County of 
Salop or Shropshire has no better foundation. It is claimed that the son of General de 
Sanford, Sir Thomas de Sanford, in the time of Henry I. held the Manors of Rothal and 
Sanford. The latter is still in the possession of those of the Sanford name, and is “one 
of the very few Shropshire estates which may be said to be held by the lineal descendants 
in the male line of its earliest known feofee.”’ This Sanford Manor is situated in Shrop- 
shire, some two hours’ ride from London. The walls of the mansion “are hung with 
paintings of departed Sanfords and relics of ancient times.’’ Over the main door is the 
coat of arms. The widow of Thomas Hugh Sanford is the present owner; and, upon her 
death, “‘the estate—there being no direct male heir for the first time in its history—will 
pass into collateral hands.” This family traces the ownership of the Manor back to 
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General Thomas de Sanford, in 1066, and establish their claim by an appeal to Burke’s 
‘History of the Commoners of Great Britain and Ireland,” and also by Burke’s edition 
of “The Roll of Battle Abbey,” showing that when William the Conqueror divided the 
English lands among his warriors Thomas de Sanford received this estate in Shropshire 
as his spoil. Yet, if this claim of the Shropshire family as to their descent from the 
Norman warrior be fully established, nothing exists to show that Thomas Sanford of 
Milford was of the Shropshire family. As yet the theory is purely conjectural, whatever 
proof the future may yield. 

The coats of arms of both the Gloucestershire and the Shropshire Sanfords are owned 
by Sanfords in the United States, and are cherished by them as authoritative. The 
descriptions and the differences of these coats of arms need not, however, be given in this. 
sketch, since the whole subject of the Sanford origin is yet so problematical. ‘The motto, 
in the case of both these coats of arms, is ‘‘Nec temere, nee timide,’”’ and carries a sentiment 
that all of the Sanford name may follow as a guiding principle in life. 

The spelling of the family surname in England seems to have greatly varied in past 
centuries, as it has also differed in the years of our American life. The name in the 
‘“‘Battle Abbey Roll” is spelled ‘“‘Sanford,”’ though belief differs as to whether the name 
was brought from Normandy or was adopted from the name of the English Manor. 
Not long afterwards the name became corrupted, and, in an early ‘‘Directory” of the 
London post office, appears as ‘‘Sandford,” ‘“‘Sandeford,” ‘‘Santfort,” etc. At present, 
the name is spelled “Sandford,” in England. 

A final word may be added as to the difficulty of tracing genealogical records in 
England. Such works as Burke’s ‘‘Landed Gentry ” and his ‘‘History of the Com- 
moners” with few exceptions give only the names of the first sons. The other children 
of the large families of the earlier times have no place in the records; and so, after the 
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passing of a few generations, they ‘‘can only be found, if at all, by an exhaustive search 
in cemeteries, church and court records.” So the inquiry after our English ancestry is 
greatly complicated.

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THE LAST WILL & TESTAMENT OF THOMAS SANFORD IN THE 
COLONY OF CONNECTICUTT IN NEW ENGLAND 


I, Thomas Sanford, aforesd being weak in body, yet of perfect memory and sound un- 
derstanding, doe here make this my last will & Testam,t in maner and forme as followeth; 
first, I comitt my soule into ye hands of God through Jesus Christ, in whom alone I hope 
to be saved; and my body to be decently interred & for my worldly estate I dispose of as 
followeth: 

Item: I give unto my eldest son Ezekiell Sanford, twenty pounds, besides what I have 
already given him. 

Item: I give unto my son Thomas Sanford ten pounds, besides what I have already 
given him. 

Item: I give unto my son Ephraim Sanford, that piece of meadow that I bought of 
Mr. Adam Blackman lying on an island in Stratford River, contayning seven acres, be- 
sides what he hath had already. 

Item: I give unto my daughter, Sarah Shute, wife of Richard Shute, of Eastchester, 
the sume of fifty shillings, besides what I have already given her. 

Item: I give unto my daughter, Elizabeth Allyn, wife of Obadiah Allyn, of Middle- 
town, the sume of five pounds, besides what I have already given her. 

Item: My Will is yt ingagement of twenty pounds to my granddaughter, Sarah Shute, 
should be fulfilled by my executs, as also all ye forementioned legacyes within ye terme of 
three years after my decease. 

Item: I give unto my grandchild, Thomas Allyn, five pounds to be payd when he 
attaines to the age of twenty one years. 
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Item: I give unto my son, Samuell Sanford, my dwelling house, barne, outhousing, 
with my homelott 7 all the rest of my lands, both arrable & meadow ground, within the 
bounds of Milford, that I have not formerly disposed of, with all the appurtenances & 
privileges thereunto belonging, to him & his heyrs & assignees forever. And I doe hereby 
make my sd son, Sam,ll Sanford, my whole and sole execut,s of this my last Will & Tes- 
tam,t And I doe desire and appoint the hon:ed Majoe Robert Treat & Mr. Daniel Buck- 
ingham & Samuel Eells to be overseers to see this my will fulfilled, and in Witness that this 
is my last Will & Testam,t, I have hereunto sett my hand & seale this three and twentieth 
day of September, 1681.

FOUNDING OF NEWTOWN, CT. 


The will of Thomas Sanford, pioneer at Milford, who died in 1681, is presented on an- 
other page of this pamphlet. According to this document, he bequeathed his residence at 
Milford and much of his landed estate to his son Samuel. ‘Tradition says that Samuel 
Sanford 2d—the son of Samuel rst, and the grandson of Thomas—in turn received from 
his father this same property in the town of Milford. 

When Samuel 2d was about thirty years of age, the story continues, certain friendly 
Indians described the beauty of the valleys in that part of Connecticut now known as the 
northeastern portion of Fairfield County. Influenced by this description, he set forth with 
several companions, among whom was a member of the Baldwin family, also of Milford 
and with the friendly Indians to visit the locality. Finding their way through the forests, 
they came to the Potatuck River at the place where the village of Sandy Hook is now situ- 
ated. After a short stay here, Samuel 2d and his companions made their way back to their 
homes, disposed of their property, and returned to the valley of the Potatuck River where — 
at the future Sandy Hook — they made their homes. 

In 1712, Samuel 2d was given permission by the town to build a grist-mill upon Pond 
Brook. In 1714, he received a grant of land for a second mill upon the Potatuck River. 
In 1715 or 1716 his wife, Esther Baldwin, with their then living children — together with a 
number of other pioneers—successfully made the journey from Milford to Newtown. The 
Sanford home was established on a hill overlooking a large portion of the valley below. 

The records of the Connecticut Colony show the manner in which Newtown passed 
from the Indians to the early settlers. In October, 1667, an act was passed appointing a 
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committee from Stratford to purchase Potatuck and the lands adjoining, to be reserved for 
a village plantation. There does not appear to have been any action taken by this com- 
mittee, and in 1705 land was purchased from the Potatuck Tribe by three men, but the 
purchase was made contrary to the laws of the Colony, the General Court having sole 
power and control of purchasing Indian lands. Restitution was made and no prosecution 
followed. In 1708 the Colonial Legislature gave a town grant leaving it to the people to 
choose the name as between “Preston” and ‘“‘Newtown.” In October, 1711, the town 
was incorporated and on December 4, 1711, three Selectmen were chosen from the settlers, 
one of them being Samuel Sanford. The township was then laid out and is expressed in 
the town records in the following terms: ‘All of that tract of land lying on the west side of 
Stratford or Potatuck River, bounded easterly on Stratford and part of Fairfield; westerly, 
upon Danbury and a line running from the southeast corner of Danbury parallel to the 
east line of said town to Fairfield bounds; northerly, upon New Milford purchase and 
Potatuck River, shall be one entire town known by the name of Newtown.” 

The Potatuck Tribe of Indians were very peaceable, never giving trouble to the settlers 
or making war upon neighboring tribes, and they were subject to Waramaug, an Indian 
Sachem living on the Housatonic within the township of New Milford.

HOMESTEAD OF JOHN SANFORD 2np, SANDY HOOK, CONN. 


John Sanford was one of the largest landowners in Sandy Hook, a part of the Town 
of Newtown, and purchased the first horse and carriage used in the village. When he 
first drove to church with his family it was considered quite an incident. He was called 
“Squire John” by his neighbors, and appears to have been very wealthy, leaving consid- 
erable property to his heirs, his son Elijah receiving the major portion, which included the 
cotton mill that was erected on the site of the grist-mill built by Samuel Sanford in 1711, 
that still stands on the banks of a small stream flowing through the village; also a grist mill 
‘several hundred feet below which is still used for the purpose for which it was originally 
intended.

WILLIAM I. SANFORD 


(From The Evening News, Danbury, Conn., January 20, 1903) 


William I. Sanford, who died at his home at 48 Main Street, Sunday, after an illness 
of two years, during five months of which time he has been confined to his home, has been 
a resident of Danbury for seventeen years and had followed the profession of piano-tuning. 

He was born in Sandy Hook in 1844 and was a son of David and Emily Sanford. He 
was educated in Deacon Hart’s school in Farmington and afterwards in a school in New 
York City. When about twenty-one years of age he went into the railroad business in 
the office of the Chicago & Northwestern Railroad in Chicago and soon rose to the position 
of chief clerk. A few years later he resigned that position to return to Sandy Hook to settle 
his father’s estate. He remained in Sandy Hook until he came to Danbury, and was, for 
several years, agent at the railroad station in that village. * 

While a resident of Newtown, Mr. Sanford served the town as Selectman for three terms 
and served one term as Representative in the General Assembly. The year following this 
term of service he was offered the Democratic nomination for State Senator from this Dis- 
trict, but declined to run. 

Mr. Sanford was a Mason, a Knight Templar, and a member of the Newtown Con- 
gregational Church.

THE BALDWIN FAMILY 


The Baldwin family of America are descended from the Baldwins of County Bucks, 
England. The name is quite old and appears in the roll of Battle Abbey. Records in 
England give the name of Baldwin as far back as 672, and also mentions Baldwin 2nd, 
who married Elstruth, daughter of Alfred the Great, and Baldwin 5th, who married the 
daughter of Robert of France, and whose daughter Matilda married William the Con- 
queror. The name is well known in Flanders and Normandy. In 1198 Robert Fitz 
Baldwin has lands in Burton Bucks. In 1254 John Baldwin has lands in Burton. The 
name appears in English records of deeds of lands, wills, etc., from 1198. Sir John 
Baldwin was Chief Justice of the Common Pleas of England from 1536 to 1546, the year 
of his death. 

In 1552.a John Baldwin of the “ Hoyle,’’ County Bucks, England, was named as the 
overseer of his brother’s will. Mention is made of other Baldwins living in England in 
that period. 

Nathaniel Baldwin was one of the first settlers of Milford, Conn., where he was a 
free planter, November 29, 1639. He was the brother of Joseph and Jemathy, the three 
settling in Milford together. He married Abigail Camp, who joined the Church at Mil- 
ford, June 9, 1644. He died at Milford March 22, 1648. He married (second) Joanna 
Westcott of F airfield, Conn.

THE TOWNSEND FAMILY 


Authority, Charles Hervey Townsend of New Haven, Ct. 


Ancient deeds recorded in England show that William Townsend held considerable 
lands in Taverham, Norfolk, in the reign of King John, A. D. 1200. In the reign of 
Henry III., A.D. 1217-72, Thomas Townsend lived at West Herling. In 1304 John, son of 
Thomas Townsend, died, leaving Alice his widow, and William his son, who was married 
in 1306. This family was possessed of valuable estates, and their seal was a chevron 
between three escalop shells, the arms of the family up to the present time. 

The Townsend family of England and America are of mixed Saxon and Norman 
origin, of County Norfolk, England. 

Walter, son of Sir Lodovic de Townsend, a Norman nobleman, whom Collins in his 
Peerage of England puts at the head of this family, is mentioned as living soon after the 
conquest of England. 

Lodovic married Elizabeth de Hanteville, sole heiress of the Manors of Raynham, 
daughter of Sir Thomas de Hanteville, whose name appeared in the Roll of the Nobility 
of Normandy and companion of William the Conqueror as shown in Nichols Herald 
and Genealogy. 

April 1, 1421, Sir Thomas Townsend was buried in the choir of White Friars Church 
in Fleet Street, London. His son Roger married Eleanor, daughter of Sir Thomas Giggs 
of Rollesby, in County of Norfolk, and had one son, John Townsend, who married Joan, 
daughter of Sir Robert Lunsford of Rumford in County of Essex. 

Roger Townsend, Esq., his son and heir, in 1476 purchased the remainder of the 
Raynham estate, so that the entire estate was then owned by the family. In 1476 King

Henry VII. renewed his patent and knighted him at Worcester. In his will of 1492 
legacies are left to his daughters and his son Thomas is mentioned. His property is 
left to his son Roger. 

Robert Townsend was knighted by King Henry VII. in 1545, on the return of the 
King from Boulogne, and was commissioned to care for the peace of the County of Norfolk. 
He was later appointed one of the King’s privy council. His wife was Anne, daughter of 
Sir William de Brewse, who was connected by birth with many of England’s ancient 
nobility.

Robert of Ludlow, married Alice, daughter of Robert Poppy of Twyford, Norfolk. Was knighted ef Henry VII. at Hampton 
Court in 1545 and was made Lord Chief Justice of Chester in the same year, in which post he was continued by King 
Edward VI. and Queen Mary. He died February 8 1555. He was buried in the high chancel of Ludlow Church in an 
altar tomb. On the top, cut in marble, are the full length recumbent figures of himself dressed in full armor and his 
wife in the costume of that day, while figures of his children surround the base of the tomb. Over the monument, 
built in the solid masonry of the chancel, is a splendid Gothic arch, and the family crest, a buck trippant, crowns, the 
whole fabric, and around the coping of the tomb is the inscription, “‘ Here Phe the body of Sir Robert Townsend, Knight, 
Chief Justice of the Council in the Marches of Wales and Chester, and Dame Alice his wife, daughter and one of the 
heirs of Robert Poppy, Esq., who had between them 12 children, 6 sons and 6 daughters.”’

1638 in His town house and lot of seven acres was on the south side of Mill Street, near the Common. He died in Lynn, 
December 22, 1677, aged eighty-three, and his wife, Mary, died February 28, 1692
